On  the  whole  the  various  Rates  compare  favourably  with  the 
average  for  England  and  Ylales,  The  main  causes  of  death  in  descending 

order  v/ere  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  91  cases  (39/0, 
types  of  cancer,  A7  cases  (20/o)  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous 
system,  34  cases  (I46), 

The  average  10  year  Rates  for  All  Cancer  Deaths,  Deaths  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  & bronchus  and  deaths  fsrom  bronchitis  and  emphysema  are,  in  all 
cases,  about  the  sane  as  the  National  average. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  232,  of  these  110 
were  aged  75  and  over;  180  (78;^)  were  aged  65  and  over  and  217  (94^)  aged 
55  and  over. 


The  water  undertaking  is  administered  by  the  North  Derbyshire  s/ater 
Board  and  Manchester  Corporation.  Results  of  sampling  are  sent  regularly  to 
this  office  and  the  closest  co-operation  has  been  maintained, 

8752  meals  were  provided  to  the  elderly  and  infirm  during  the  year.

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  1st  Annual  report  (9  months)  of  the 
Mobile  Physiotherapy  Service,  As  you  can  see  from  the  above  figures,  I have 
had  a large  var-iety  of  conditions  to  treat  and  have  covered  a fairly  sub- 
stantial area  at  the  ^hapel  Rural  District, 

A number  of  doctors  in  the  area  have  not  made  use  of  the  service,  but 
those  who  have  are  very  pleased  to  have  this  service  available  for  their  patients 
and  have  kept  me  extremely  busy,  I usually  have  a waiting  list  of  several 
patients.  Urgent  cases,  of  course,  are  treated  immediately. 

Mobile  work  is  rewarding,  I think  I can  say  that  most  patients  have 
benefited  to  some  degree,  vi/orking  in  the  patients  home  gives  the  physiotherapist 
an  insight  into  the  domestic  problems  of  incapacitated  people.

I present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 

1970. 


Details  of  the  various  sections  of  the  work  of  the  Department 
are  given  with  comments  where  appropriate. 

The  increased  monetary  grants  available  under  the  Housing  Act, 
1969  brought  the  expected  rise  in  the  rate  of  grant  applications 
received.  The  Council’s  policy  is  to  encourage  the  improvement  of 
properties  wherever  practicable. 

Again,  I make  reference  to  the  need  for  a mains  water  supply 
to  certain  hamlets  and  villages  within  the  District.  In  areas 
such  as  Martinside  and  Sittinglow  where  the  private  supplies  have 
been  declared  to  be  prejudicial  to  health,  it  is  maintained  by 
the  Water  Authority  that  the  lack  of  adequate  water  is  preventing 
mains  water  schemes  being  implemented.  This  argument  must  surely 
be  open  to  question  when  one  observes  the  considerable  new  housing 
estate  development  which  is  taking  place  less  than  a mile  away  in 
Chapel-en-le-Frith.  The  needs  of  those  relatively  few  people 
alreadj'-  resident  in  the  district  must  be  met  without  further  delay. 

The  need  for  control  of  Camping  and  Caravanning  in  the  Edale 
and  Hope  Valleys  has  become  apparent.  The  implementation  of  the 
Council's  decision  to  license  tented  camping  sites  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  is  under  way. 

Atmospheric  pollution  from  the  quai'ries  within  the  District 
has  again  been  topical.  However,  I believe  that  conditions 
generally  continue  to  improve. 

I express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Chief  Officers  and 
staff  of  the  various  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and  support 
during  the  year.  To  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  are  my 
thanks  especially  duo  and  particularly  for  their  efforts  in  the 
preparation  of  much  of  this  report.

Once  again  the  principal  activity  of  the  Health  Department  in 
the  field  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  has  been  in  connection  with  the 
Quarrying  Industry,  There  have  been  numerous  complaints  during 
the  year  by  members  of  the  public  of  nuisance  arising  from  the 
emission  of  dust  and  smoke  from  the  different  processes  carried  on 
at  the  quarries.  It  has  now  become  quite  apparent  that  the  people 
living  in  close  proximity  to  the  quarries  are  not  prepared  to 
tolerate  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  which  often  prevail. 

Although  I believe  improvements  have  taken  place  much  remains  to  be 
done.

Each  complaint  was  investigated  by  the  Department  and  appropriate 
action  taken.  In  one  case  the  service  of  an  Abatement  Notice  became 
necessary . In  another  the  existing  coal  fired  boilers  at  a factory 
were  replaced  by  a modern  oil  fired  installation  after  representations 
by  the  Department. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  by  Contracting  firms  burning  industrial 
waste  from  Glossop  at  different  locations  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
District,  However,  after  strong  representations  were  made  to  the  firm 
producing  the  waste  the  problem  has  not  recurred. 

No  applications  for  prior  approvals  under  Section  3 of  the  Clean 
Air  Act,  1956,  were  received. 

The  Council's  six  Standard  Deposit  Gauges  stationed  within  the 
quarrying  areas  have  produced  results  which  assist  in  assessing  the 
trends  of  pollution  from  the  industry.  The  following  are  the  tables 
showing  the  information  obtained.

Quarterly  sampling  of  milk  from  producer/retailers  has  continued 
during  the  year,  which  resulted  in  several  Brucella  positive  cows  being 
detected.

Private  Supplies  (continued) 

V/here  adverse  results  were  obtained  those  using  the  supply  were 
advised  to  boil  all  drinking  water  and,  where  appropriate,  further 
advice  was  given  as  to  how  the  supply  may  be  rendered  pure. 

Seven  samples  from  private  water  supplies  and  one  sample  from  • 
a public  supply  were;  taken  for  chemical  examination. 

There  are  within  the  District  several  areas  which  have  a real  need 
for  a mains  water  supply.  They  include  Mart inside  and  Sittinglow, 
Kingsterndale , Cowdale,  Staden,  Higher  Crist,  Brandside  and  Chisworth. 

The  private  supplies  in  these  areas  are  generally  polluted,  some  showing 
heavy  bacteriological  and  chemical  contamination  rendering  the  supplies 
unfit  for  human  consumption* 

Although  representations  have  been  made  to  the  Minister,  the  North 
Derbyshire  Water  Board  and  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks,  there  would 
appear  to  be  little  prospect  of  providing  mains  supplies  in  the  near 
future.  I consider  that  a mains  supply  is  a basic  necessity  for  living 
and  the  absence  of  such  a supply  to  houses  in  an  area  which  supplies 
water  to  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  in  cities  such  as  Manchester, 
Stockport,  Sheffield,  is  ironical  to  say  the  least.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  Minister  who  has  stated  his  desire  to  see  the  improvement  of  sub- 
standard dwellings  will  give  the  required  directive  for  mains  water 
supplies  to  be  brought  to  these  areas  and  that  the  hitherto  propagated 
obstacles  of  lack  of  water  and  finance  will  be  speedily  overcome. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 


The  two  privately  owned  swimming  baths  continued  to  operate  during 
the  year.  The  bath  water  at  each  pool  has  been  regularly  sampled  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Generally  speaking  both  pools  were 
satisfactory. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Fourteen  faecal  samples  were  taken  following  receipt  of  infectious 
disease  notifications.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  advised 
of  all  such  samples,  took  the  appropriate  action.

The  Council  decided  to  regularise  the  use  of  land  in  Edale  as 
caravan  sites  by  requesting  the  operators  to  obtain  the  relevant 
consents.  This  problem  is  integrated  with  tented  camping  which  is  in 
turn  connected  with  the  tourism  in  the  Valley. 

Over  the  past  few  years  Edale  has  become  a tourist  centre  and 
therefore  there  is  a demand  for  persons  to  reside  temporarily  in  the 
district.  For  example,  frequently  over  a Bank  Holiday  period  it  has 
been  estimated  that  2,000  people  sleep  each  night  either  under  canvas 
or  in  caravans  in  Edale. 

The  Council  has  further  decided  to  licence  tented  camping  sites 
and  therefore  daily  inspections  of  the  known  sites  were  commenced  in 
July  1970. 

The  Peak  Park  Planning  Board  has  been  advised  of  the  Council's 
intention  and  has  been  requested  to  state  its  policy  on  tourism  with 
particular  reference  to  caravan  and  camping  sites. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  parishes  of  Chapel-en-le-Frith  (including  Dove  Holes),  Chinley, 
Hayfield,  Charlesworth,  Castleton,  Hope,  Bamford,  Edale  and  the  hamlets 
of  Simmondley  and  Barber  Booth  are  provided  with  sewerage  schemes. 

V/ork  on  the  Hope  Valley  Sewerage  Scheme  and  Bridgeholme  Green  Sludge 
Digestion  plant  started  during  the  year.  A sewerage  scheme  is  being 
prepared  for  the  villages  of  Sparrowpit  and  Peak  Forest,  which  it  is 
hoped  will  be  implemented  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  Until  the 
sewer  is  available  the  provision  of  standard  amenities  at  the  majority 
of  cottages  in  the  villages  is  impracticable. 

The  villages  of  Combs  and  Wormhill  are  under  consideration  for  the 
provision  of  sewerage  schemes.

At  the  3'lst  December  there 
were  49  licensed,  premises.  One  petrol  storage’  tank  was  pressure  tested 
during  the  year  and  was  found  to  bo  satisfactory. 

Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Fire  Prevention  Officer 
of  the  Derbyshire  Fire  Service. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960 

Complaints  were  received  of  noise  nuisance  from  four  industrial 
sources,  one  of  nuisance  from  a yard  in  temporary  use  by  a firm  engaged 
in  erecting  pylons,  and  two  complaints  were  received  of  noise  nuisance 
from  dogs  alleged  to  be  barking  excessively. 

The  nuisance  from  fans  on  lime  kilns  is  undoubtedly  the  principal 
cause  of  complaint  and  has  caused  the  Council  to  resolve  to  serve  an 
Abatement  Notice  on  one  firm.  Counsel's  opinion  is  being  obtained 
prior  to  service. 


mm\L  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 

Licences  under  the  above  Act  are  held  by  six  persons.  Consultations 
are  held  with  the  Fire  Authority  and  the  R.S.P.C.ii.  when  applications 
are  made  under  the  Act,  Control  covers  such  items  as  the  number  of 
dogs/cats  which  are  allowed  tc  be  kept,  the  suitability  of  accommodation 
for  the  animals  and  for  the  storage  of  food,  protection  of  the  animals  in 
the  case  of  infection,  suitable  fire  precautions  and  the  licensee  shall 
at  all  times  keep  a register  of  all  animals  accepted  on  the  premises. 


GYPSIES  AND  OTHER  TRAVELLERS 


Groups  of  itinerants  stayed  within  the  District  on  five  occasions 
during  the  year.  VJhilst  in  one  case  some  vandalism  was  alleged  to  have 
been  caused  by  the  itinerants  no  serious  problem  arose.  The  presence 
of  these  people  seems  to  arouse  suspicion  and  opposition  and,  therefore, 
the  sites  are  visited  regularly  by  the  Inspectorate.  When  a site  is 
found  to  be  unsuitable  the  travellers  are  requested  to  move  and  the 
controller  of  the  land,  who  is  legally  responsible  for  the  occupation 
of  his  land,  is  formally  requested  to  secure  vacation.  One  group 
resided  at  Martinside  for  around  eight  months  v/ithout  causing  complaint. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Rodent  Control  Rervd.ce  operated  by  the  Council  was  re-organised 
during  the  year.  After  it  became  apijarent  that  the  former  system  of 
hiring  the  Buxton  Corporation  Rodent  Officer  for  2^  days  per  week  was 
not  effective,  the  Council  wisely  decided  to  engage  a full  time  Rodent 
Officer/Handyman,  This  decision  has  already  been  proved  right  as  the 
emphasis  has  shifted  from  "control"  to  "eradication",  with  the 
declaration  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  the  parish  of  Bamford  as  a 
Rat  Free  Area,  Further  Rat  Free  Areas  are  being  planned.  The  Rodent 
Officer's  time  is  engaged  to  a maximum  as  his  duties  also  include  the 
control  of  insects,  both  on  domestic  premises  and  on  the  Council's 
refuse  tips,  the  releasing  of  blockages  on  domestic  drainage  systems 
and  generally  assisting  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  carrying  out 
their  duties, 

A total  of  200  complaints  were  investigated  by  the  Rodent  Officer 
during  the  year,  involving  2^9  properties.  The  following  is  a summary 
of  the  treatments  carried  out:-

The  work  necessary  in  establishing  the  Bamford  Rat  Free  area 
involved  treating  the  public  sewerage  system,  the  majority  of  farms, 
business  premises  and  dwellinghouses  in  the  defined  area. 

The  only  sewer  treatment  carried  out  during  the  year  was  at 
Bamford  as  referred  to  above. 
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
